&R»0. 11(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 1968, namely 

1. (1) These rules mav be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil 
Service (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Third Schedule to the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service 
-Rules, 1968,— 

(i) against the post of Selection Grade (Group A), under the heading 
‘Temporary vacancies”, in column 3, the following proviso shall 
be Inserted, namely :— 


“Provided that if any person in the Grade of Civilian Staff Officer 
is considered for promotion to the Selection Grade, all persons 
senior to him in that Grade shall also be so considered notwith¬ 
standing that they may not have rendered five years’ approved 
service in that Grade 


(ii) against the post of Assistant Civilian Staff Officer (Group B Gazetted) 
under the heading “Temporary vacancies”, in column 4. the following 
Note shall be inserted, namely :— 
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“NOTE:—In the case of person® included in the select list for the 
grade of Assistant, approved service for the purpose of promotion 
to the grade of Assistant Civilian Staff Officer shall count from 
1st October of the year for which the select list k prepared. 
In the case of direct recruits to the grade of Assistant, approved 
service shall count from the 1st October of the year following 
the year of examination on the result® of which they have been 
recruited.”
